As soon as you finish reading 
this issue, go number your log pages, check your supply of pencils, 
dupe sheets, aspirin, etc. Turn your receiver on to the band you think 
you will be on at this time of day during the contest, listen to it, 
convince yourself that this is really the right band. Turn on the 
transmitter and work a DXpedition or two and catch the fever they've 
got by now. Get psyched! 


When you're good and hot, call up your buddy across town and tell him 
you're gonna beat him by 200 QSOs this weekend and you've got a 

case of beer to prove it. If he backs down because he's saving himself 
for the CW weekend, challenge him on that mode. That gives you two 
weeks to learn the code. 


Find your logs from last year. What did you do that was right? What mistakes 
* did you make? Resolve to do more right things this year. The "Band-Aid" 

scoop sheets and King Fred's paper from the last meeting should give 

you enough hints to pile up a pretty competitive score. The club 

has done everything possible to show you how to do well, but the 

club cannot operate your station for you. The fun part is ail up to YOU. 


If you still an operator for your station (or a station to operate), give” 
your area manager a call. There's still time. The mlti-multis seem 

to be in good shape for phone (you should see the all-star cast at PV!) 
but they all need help on cw. Give your area manager a call if you're 
interested. If you have a decent station of your own, don't go to a 
multi. You can contribute more by staying home,even if you only go part 
time. Most important,GET ON!! We can win our first big one IF EVERYONE 
GETS ON.
